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MANILA 1'UMPINO STATION 

The City of Manila is supplied with 
fairly good water from the little river 
Mariquina, which has its sources in 
the mountains. The water has to 
be pumped by steam power into a 
reservoir, from which it flows by 
gravity into the city conduit and 
pipes; and the present pumping sta- 
tion is six miles due east from 
Manila, across the'flat, wet ricefields, 
among the first low hills. 

The station, which is a substantial 
structure, contains two large steam 
boiler* and powerful cylinder pumps, 
which force the water through large 
mains into the reservoir Near the 
pumping station stand stone barracks 
in which were quartered a company of 
soldiers, to guard the plant. 

So great an improvement in the 
public health followed the introduc- 
tion of Mariquina water, that all the 
old wells and cisterns were given up 
and fell into disuse, and the city 
came to depend wholly on the pumps 
and reservoir. 

Such was the condition of affairs 
when the Spanish surrendered Man- 
ila and the Americans took posses- 
sion. But when Aguinaldo raised 
the standard of independence last 
fall, during his lengthy occupation 
of the ceinture of intrenchments and 
blockhouses around the city, on the 
land side, the pumping-station was 
within the Filipino lines and the 
water-supply completely at their 
mercy. 

It will be easily understood, there- 
fore, with what anxiety everybody 
in Manila waited to see what the 
Filipinos would do. Would they 
stop the pumps ? Would they de- 
stroy them ? 

Anxiety was felt, not only by the 
American forces holding the city 
and by the Spanish population, but 
by the resident Filipinos as well. 
The native leader had it in his 
power to produce a water famine 
amonu two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand people, if he pleased. We 
made little doubt that in certain 
possible contingencies he would do 
so; and if so much as a faucet 
gurgled or failed to flow for the 
moment, the first thought of every 
one was that Aguinaldo had stop- 
ped the pumps! 

But the pumps worked on, and 
it was .reported that the native fire- 
men and engineers at the station 
were performing their duties as 
usual. But although the Filipino 
chief could have greatly embarrass- 
ed the American forces in the city 
by cutting off the water supply, he 
refrained from doing so, probably on 
account of the distress which would 
be caused to the thousands of his 
fellow-countrymen who reside there. 

A most painful state of uncer 
tainty prevailed, however ; and when, 
on the first days of last February, 
the collision with the insurgents 
took place. General Otis at once 
made the water-works the objective 
point of an attack. It was hoped 
that by a rapid advance the in- 
surrectionists might be dislodged and 
driven away from the pumps before 
they had time to destroy them. 

For this duty the Colorado and 
Nebraska volunteers were detailed, 
with the Utah battery supporting 
them. The mode of advance and 
attack was a series of quick charges, 
three or four hundred yards being 
covered at each forward rush, the 
battery shelling the Filipinos vigor- 
ously while the men drew breath for 
another charge. 

The movement was executed with 
such celerity and vim, that after the 
first onset, when for a few minutes 
there was sharp fighting, the natives 
broke from cover and fled, whenever 
the charging hurrah of our men arose 
The hill near the pumping-station 
was carried at five in the afternoon. 
Less than five hundred yards away, 
in the valley near the river, stood 
the power-house with its high 
chimney. 

The pumps had been working 
when the forward movement began, 
but now as the Colorado men 
mounted the hill, they saw that no 
smoke or steam was rising, and 
that the place looked deserted. 
Not only the Filipino rifle- 
men, but the firemen had run away. 
Both barracks aud power-house 
looked as solitary as a ruin. 

With a cheer Companies I and D 
of the Colorado regiment dashed 
down the alone and swarmed into the 
power-house. But the great pumps 
were still and the boiler fires drawn. 
I was one of the first to enter the 



place. Dusk was falling. The 
station was silent as a tomb. 
Shovels, poker-bars and firerakes lay 
scattered about trie concrete floor, 
just as the firemen had thrown them 
down. But the pumps were the 
first objects of our attention. At 
first glance, nothing seemed to be 
wrong. 

Smithson of our company was 
sounding the big steam-pipes. "All 
right here!" he sang out. 

"They haven't blown up any- 
thing ! " private Wilson exclaimed, 
opening the furnace doors. 

Lieutenant Green had struck a 
match and was peering behind the 
pump cylinders. 

" Humph I Here's a bad break I " 
he muttered. 

" Cylinder head gone ! " 
"This one's off, too?" cried 
Corporal Haines, who had been to 
the other pump. 
" Both of them !" 
" Both these are gone," observ d 
Lieutenant Green; and about that 
time some one else discovered that 
the " rockers" were also missing. 

"Well, well, they did the worst 
they, could, in the time they had!" 
Sergeant Whitmarsh exclaimed. 

" You bet!" said Smithson. " If 
they couldn't do the pumping them- 
selves, they were determined nobody 
else should." 

"Probably lugged the cylinder 
heads off with them," said Smith- 
son. 

" Don't you think it!" exclaimed 
the sergeant. " Too heavy. They 
have thrown them into the river, or 
into Nome well." 

" If we cannot find them, there will 
be no more pumping here very 
soon," observed the lieutenant. " 1 
don't believe those cylinder heads 
and rockers can be reproduced in 
Manila," and he went off to report 
the condition of things to Colonel 
Stotsenburg. 

Pickets were thrown out and we 
camped there at the pumping-station 
and barracks that night. 

The next morning, instead of 
advancing across the river, Major 
Grove set the whole force to search- 
ing for the missing pump gear. 
Squads of men waded up and down 
the river aud even dived at the deep 
holes. Every mud-hole was probed; 
the bottom of every well within half 
a mine was investigated. Squads 
also went hither and hither, with 
eyes on the ground, to aee if any 
holes had been dug 

At about nine o'clock, six army 
engineers arrived from Manila and 
made a technical report Of the dam- 
age to the plant ; they also took 
exact measurements of the cylinders, 
rods, bolts, and so forth, with a 
view to having new heads cast, if 
possible, at the foundry and arsenal 
at Cavite. Whether this could be 
d»ne there, was a matter of some 
doubt ; and it seemed certain, at best, 
that the city must go thirsty for a 
time 

Such was the state of affairs when 
Guy Hays, one of the artificers of 
Company I, came to the pump- house 
and began, to look around. After 
examining the engines aud cylinders 
he strolled into the coal shed which 
opens out of the boiler-room. 
Several others were about the place 
at the time. In one corner of the 
coal-shed there was a heap of six or 
seven tons of coal, and in the mid- 
dle of the shed another heap of 
about the same size. The floor of 
the shed was of hard earth. 

" You won't find those heads there 
Guy." Smithson said to him jocosely, 
Hays ran his eye around, fust 
over the coal in the corner, and then 
over the heap in the centre. Some- 
thing in this seemed to attract his 
attention. He stepped forward and 
looked at it more Attentively. 

" Well. 1 don't know," he replied, 
earelessly. " Got a shovel handy?" 
There were a number of coal-shov- 
els standing just inside the boiler- 
room door. Whitmarsh handed one 
to Hays, who scraped away the coal 
for two or three feet back from t lie- 
edge of the heap, then stuck the 
shovel down into the ground there. 

"Something seems to have been 
buried here, boys," he said. " Fetch 
a cleaning bar and punch down here 
with it." 

Smithson brought one, and Hays 
thrust it down into the soft spot. 
They prodded there for some 
moments. At depth of two feet or 
more in the soft place, the point of 
the bar stuck something hard. 
Smithson now ran to fetch another 
shovel. He aud Hays cleared away 



the coal, and exposed what looked 
like a newly filled gave, about six 
feet long by three or four wide. 

" Maybe it's a Filipino," the 
sergeant remarked. 

"He was a hard boy, then," said 
Hays. 

"What I hit with the bar was like 
iron." 

They rapidly threw out the dirt 
with shovels, and Hays soon struck 
something that grated like iron, and 
when the earth was scraped off, 
seemed to be white. Whitmarsh 
then thrust down a bar at one side 
and pried up a large circular disk. 
It was one of the missing cylinder 
heads ! 

As many as thirty of the men 
had now come around, and when 
Hays threw the head out on the 
floor, such a cheer rose as soon 
brought every man from the barracks 
and drew in the searching-parties. 

The lost heads were all down 
there in the hole, and the rockers 
had been laid beside them. No- 
thing was injured or broken, aud the 
Filipino pumpmen had coated every- 
thing neatly with white lead before 
burying it, so that the steel would 
not rust while lying in the earth. 

" Looks as if the rascals thought 
that they should come back and 
want to use the pumps," Mayor 
Grove remarked, as Hays laid the 
four white heads in a row on the 
floor. The bolts were in the heads 
and the nuts and washers had been 
screwed back on the ends of the 
bolts. 

Some of the Nebraska men who 
had been wading in the river, 
exploring wells and searching the 
whole country roundabout, felt not 
u little chagrin that the missing 
parts had been found so near at 
hand. It seems that the native 
pumpmen had not time to look very 
long for a hiding-place after the 
alarm of our attack reached them. 
They made their cache in the first 
place that suggested itself — so near 
the pumps that we had not thought 
of looking there. 

Hays afterwards told us that 
what drew his attention particularly 
to that heap of coal, was a little lump 
of fresh-looking earth no larger than 
a hen's egg which lay between two 
lumps of coal. 

A signal message was at once sent 
after the engineers, and during the 
afternoon three of them returned to 
(he station. By six that evening 
the plant was working again. — C. 
//. in The Youth's Companion. Jan.

Do you not think a man like this 
could and would be so grateful to 
any girl who married him — disre- 
garding his deafness— that h" would 
be able to show his love and appie- 
ciation more than a man who has 
all his faculties and nothing special 
to be grateful foi in having the 
woman accept him ¥ 

"I'm all aid I know a good 
woman who does think a lot of a 
deaf man, but she's holding off 
because he's deaf. 

"Sliould tie make such a woman 
his wife if he can in the end induce 
her to marry him ? Would she 
pei haps be ashamed to bring him 
among hei friends and introduce 
him?

"Should he ltd her go, 01 whoultl 
he stick ami if necessary knock her 
down, lit* her up, and drag her oft" 
and marry her anyway? .Should he 
try to make her forget lie's deaf, 
just make her many him? 



"Would most women lefusea man 
on this account? Would it be pos- 
sible for a woman to love a man in 
this shape aud still refuse to marry 
him because of 

"II you will please write some- 
thing on this, jusi as you believe— 
and believe other women would 
do — I will indeed be grateful. 
Never mind how It hits the man 
that's deaf. If your opinion is 
against him — shoot jnst the same, 
[HOMO. If it's against the girl — I'll 
promise to see that Her Highness 
knows what a sensible woman 
thinks." 

Every impulse ot sentiment and 
line feeling which a letter like this 
inspires uiges me to say: 

No woman can go far astray in 
marrying such a man. Any woman 
who loves a man and lets his af- 
fliction siaud between them is lack- 
ing in the big tenderness aud sweet- 
ness h mau must have in his mate. 

But such an answei isn't fair to 
anyone concerned. It's a purely 
emotional reply and it doesu't take 
into honest consideration all the 
factors in the situation. 

Deafness baa no greater cruelty 
in its handicapping power than the 
fact that sometimes it engendets 
sensitiveness of a terrible sort. 

A REAL TEST 

But when deafness sharpens the 
other faculties — as indeed it should 
do — then it ne> d not mar a life in 
any way. If the man who cannot 
hear opens his eyes wide to see the 
beauties of the world about him, if 
he reads and forms worth-while 
opinions, if he thinks logically aud 
feels strongly and finely, why 
should the one faculty he lacks 
count against those be possesses in 
sueli full measure? 

The woman who hesitates to 
many a deaf mau may not trust 
heiself entirely. She may fear a 
lack in hei own nature. She may 
not lie sure that her love is big and 
generous enough to bridge any dif- 
ficulties that arise. She may ques- 
tion her tact and sweetness. Lack 
lug any of these qualities, she could 
do the man who loves her no greater 
injustice than to many him. 

Tlie type of woman who can be 
won on a permanent basis by " cave 
man" stuff is rare. To be swept off 
her feet seems charming and allur- 
ing to many a woman, who finds 
after a time that she can regain her 
equilibrium and not. have the slight- 
est idea what all the excitement was 
about. Heroics about, sweeping a 
girl away will only do in rare cases 
And it requires a deal of living up 
to. So don't essay the role of Prince 
Chat ming or try to force a girl to 
marry you, Mr. Ktrnest. 

But if love and devotion and un- 
derstanding, such as you and men 
like you are ready to give in grate- 
ful appreciation of the depth of love 
you can feel do not outweigh one 
handicap — then I don't see how 
any of us are going to make a sue 
bossful i uu of life's race. 

We all carry handicaps. Some 
of us have terrible faults and fail- 
lings and don't know it Some of 
us sre far more " afflicted " in our 
arrogance, dishonesty, blindness to 
the moaning of life, stubbornness, 
stupidity or cowardice, than is tiie 
man whose ears are dull but whose 
soul is alight. 

A happy marriage doesn't depend 
on what one partner can hear or see 
with physical ears or eyes. It is 
hullded oa what the eyes of the 
soul perceive ami what the faculties 
of the mind drink in. — Beatrice 
Fair fa > in Evening Journal.

The Speedwell soon spi ung a leak,' 
so they were obliged to tuin back 
for repairs. 

Finally ihey decided to leave the 
Speedwell behind, and proceed in 
ttie Mayflower. 

Acooidingly about one hundred 
of these pilgrims— men, women ami 
children — started once again iu the 
Mayflower. 

After a long and stormy voyage 
of about three mouths, they enter- 
ed Cape Cod Bay, on the coast of 
what is now called Massachusetts, 
in December, 1620. During the jour- 
ney all the men signed an agree-

in the noithern parts of Virginia, 
do, by these presents, solemnly and 
mutually, in the presence of God, 
and of one another, covenant ami 
combine ourselves together into a 
civil body politic, for our battel 
ordering and preservation, and 
fuitherauce of the ends aforesaid; 
aud by virtue hereof, to enact, 
constitute, and frame just such anil 
equal laws, ordinances, acts, con 
sititutious, and offices, from time 
to time, as shall be thought most 
convenient for the genetal good of 
the colony. Unto which we pro 
mise all due submission end 
obedience." — Reader.

After five years of warfare, peace 
has come to us at last. But the 
war has had dire results for German 
deaf-mutes. Today the number of 
unemployed in Germany is greater 
than ever. In Berlin there are at 
the present time 400,000 unemploy- 
ed, among whom, unfortunately, are 
many deaf-mutes. Moreover, in 
times of business depression, the 
latter are the first to be discharged 
by their employers and the last to 
be re-employed. Many have been 
out of work for many weeks, are 
without fuuds, and therefore must 
starve and die. The children of 
deaf-mute parents suffer most, due 
to the fact that during the war they 
were greatly undernourished and 
still very much underfed. The 
Christmas season is now approach- 
ing, but the deaf-mutes of Germany 
will not have an opportunity to 
celebrate the Yuletide festival. 

I, therefore, most urgently re- 
quest that American deaf-mutes re- 
spond readily to this very impor- 
tant appeal, and that thev kindly 
Send their contributions tome, which 
will be distributed indiscriminately 
among the needy and suffering 
mutes of Germany. 

The low rate of exchange of the 
German mark will make it possible 
to distribute a considerably large 
sum to the local poor. 

Trusting that this appeal will 
meet with a hearty response on the 
part of American deaf-mutes, I re-

What is the oldest river in the 
world ? The St. Lawrence. It is 
also one of the few rivers that did 
not make its own bed, and has re- 
mained untdianged since the very 
beginning of the American coutin- 
en t . 

Try to think of a time when the 
earth was coveted by A mass of 
water, hot, steaming, and often 
tremendously disturbed by the 
throes of a globe beneath it that 
was shrinking, because it was be- 
coming cooler. As the globe shrank, 
every particle of the outside was 
naturally pulled in toward the cen- 
tre, and the hardening crust, which 
could not be packed any more solid 
ly than it was, had to wrinkle, 
sinking down here, and bulging up 
somewhere else. After a time cer- 
tain of these rising wrinkles or 'folds 
-the thicker, or firmer, parts of 
the earth's eras! — stood the strain, 
and became permanent ridges. The 
oltlest of them that geologists kuow, 
and apparently the Hist that bulg- 
ed nn above the universal ocean 
SOd remained high and dry, was 
the broad mass on which Canada 
now rests. It is a part of the origin- 
al orost of the earth. 

This mass formed a broad V from 
Labrador down Lake Huron ami 
thence north-westward to Alaska; 
on account of its shape geologists 
call it the Canadian Shield. It is the 
oldest land known and apparently 
1 lie m longest, for there are no signs 
of any extensive chauges in it (ex- 
cept the wearing away of the sur- 
rtrst rolled the ocean off 
its shoulders, 

Off t bo eastern coast of this pri- 
mitive continent lay a chain of lof- 
ty islands, among them Nova Scotia. 
Met ween these islands aud the 
mainland was a trough-like space 
that ran from eastern Quebec 
south-west .ward of Ohio It was 
two or Huee hvjndred miles wide, 
ami tilled with a shallow sea, and 
just outside the island chain was 
the szreal hollow that held the Al- 
tautic. Ocean. 

Time went on. For ages the 
straining and cracking of the shrink- 
ing globe, earthquakes, sun and 
frost, pounding surf, running 
water, blowing gabs, ice — all la- 
boured to tear down the uionutains 
and the valleys and seas. In this 
vast masses of rock, in layers 
of shales, sandstones, anil what not 
were laid down in that narrow, 
trough like sea between the chain 
ol Islands and the continent. All 
these "sedimentary" rooks were 
soft, and weak, as compared with 
the solid old granites deeply rooted 
011 either sitle of them; and the 
trough itself, a sagging fold, was 
a line of weakness in the crust-. As 
the load ol deposits became heavier 
and heavier, the floor of this trough 
Bidwlj yielded, aud as it sauk to- 
ward the hot legion below, the un- 
der side melted, and grew thinner 
and thinner. 

That could not go on forever, 
ami soon the enoromous pressure 
of the weight of tli* ocean became 
irresistible. The Canadian Shield 
was immovable, so the 100k in the 
hough began to bulge or crumple 
all aloug Its length. Gradually, not 
all at once, but by slow and vary- 
ing movements, those folds were 
aqotewd up, which in their broken 
aud worn down form we kuow as 
the Appalachian Mountains. 

Toward the south there was room 
for this action to be rather gentle 
and regular, but in the far north- 
east the trough was narrow; and 
the soft rocks were set on edge, 
overturned and splintered against. 
the solidly continent. Very early in 
the struggle a great fracture of the 
b's orost occurred here along a 
curving northeast and southwest 
line. It left a deep and broad 
(reach b t he orushed and dis- 

placed rock of the trough and the 
granite shore of the Canadian 
Shield. Into this trench rushed all 
the interioi waters of the contin 
draining away to the sea, aud the 
St. River was bornl 
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n. w.

ST. ANN'S CHURCH. 

The Christmas season of 19 20 
will not easily he forgotten hy the 
people of St; Ann's Church and 
their friends. It was a bnsy season 
for all concerned, bat well worth 
tlie time mid effort expended, not 
only in bringing the real Christmas 
spirit to others, but in keeping it 
bright in our hearts. All who had 
a share in the work, and that, means 
practically every membci of the 
Church, must ha«e felt amply 
rewarded by the success that.

On Sunday afternoon, December 
26th, the vesper services wen* made 
most interesting and impressive l>y 
the introduction of the pageant 
"Advance the Bide," commended 
by the Nation Wide Campaign
